Then Mr. Byrnc! pointed out that Mr. Mo- 
lotov had niade him drink three vodkas the 
night before. Whereupon the Hiisslnn min- 
ister, without comment, took .one .small .sip 
of the whisky. V 

The second part conrerned mV. Byrne,';'.'; 
Joking BugRcstlon tlint tlie foreign minister.^ 
should meet every nlKlit at 8 o'clock, after a 
cocktail party boBlmilnft at 6:30. Then, he 
remartred, they mlfhl aijree on thIiiRs. Mr. 
MolotoT gave the .siiKcp.-jtton cnrcmi and 
serious consideration. Then he answered, 
'Tes. but we Bhoiild have tho conference at 
9 o'clock." 

Whether that slor>- L-; true In every Inrl- 
dont, It Is true In spirit. No one who ha^ fol- 
lowed the troubled course of tho Parl.s con- 
ference can doubt it. In fact, we think It be- 
longs flmonR the Instructive talcs til some 
modem Aesop as a prime cTtample ot Russian 
dlplomnilc technique. It mlRht be called 
VCompromlse Over Cocktail.':, or, "Hic Purable 
Of the Three Hookers of Vodka," 

If It Lsn't belaborinc; the point, Mr. Byrnes's 
three vodkas are typlcnl ot many American 
gesture.? of good will toward Ru.ssla. Mr, Mo- 
lotov's Initial rcfu.sal to make a similar pes- 
ture la also typical, painfully so. And we do 
not think it Impo.s.^lble that Mr, Mololov may 
have reasoned alonK these lines: 

Mr. Bymea's Insistence that he drink the 
whisky vai simply another example ot the 
western powers* trying to Impose tholr will 
on Russia and disregard Rnssla'.s legitimate 
Interests. Wasn't It clear that he didn't want 
the whisky? 

Of course, he'd drink It rather than cause 
an international incident. But that remark 
about vodka's belnc slronger wna ridlculoii,'! 
—Just another attempt to belittle Russian 
Institutions and the Russian way of life. 

What about Mr. Byrnps'.i three vodkas? 
Well, Mr. Molotov might have reasoned that 
he liked vodka. Rus-sla liked vodka, and there- 
fore vodka was good. Hence Mr, Byrnes 
should accept it Rladly, Whisky? Thot was a 
different matter entirely. 

And as for that facetious suK^estlon about 
post-cocktall conferences, Mr. Molotov could 
make jokes, too. But even In JoklnR a Russian 
must be careful lest he become thoughtless 
and create the wrong Impres.'slon. 

It was all right to agree with Mr, Byrne.s 
In principle. Rwssin was always glad to agree 
in principle to someone else's suggestion if It 
accorded with Russian wishes. At the same 
time, tho "yes — but" technique should bo re- 
membered. Never fall in wholeheartedly with 
another's suggestion. Make a counter-pro- 
posal. Do It Rus.sla's way and make It look 
like Russia's decision, even If you're only 
talking In jest. 

Such a line of reasoning seems typical ol 
Russian strategy In many more serloii.s mat- 
ters. And the rfun&rkable Ihlnp Is that Mr. 
Molotov did not consult with Moscow before 
replying to Mr. Byrnes'a pleasantries. Rus- 
sian diplomats' minds Just seem to work that 
way.

Tills nationalization move can give Peron 
a powerlul hold on credits and personal de- 
posits, and thus put In the new president's 
hands control ot the nation's business and 
very lai^dy, its whole economy 

It will be recalled that Mussolini ond Hit- 
ler achieved that result by Hlmllar methods. 
Yet many people continue to speak or "fas- 
clTOi" and "big business" as If they were 
aynonymoui. If these people have forgotten 
what happened to "big business" In Italy and 
Oennany, perhaps the almost certain fate of 
Argentine business wltl refresh their mem- 
ories and point up the Inaccuracy of their 
condiulons.
